With  more  mothers  working  and  homes  becom¬ 
ing  more  empty  during  the  day.  the  avenge  family 
it  looking  for  some  emergency  device  to  protect 
them  from  fire  and  crime,  he  said.

Other  features  within  the  Centron  network  in¬ 
clude  call  waiting,  call  forwarding  and  three-way 
calling.  The  only  prerequisite  for  either  custom 
falling  or  Centron  is  electronic  switching.  Current¬ 
ly,  about  6 5  percent  of  Utahns  are  served  by  elec¬ 
tronic  switching.  The  percentage  is  rapidly  climb¬ 
ing  too,"  Checketta  said.

Utah's  job  rate  holds  steady 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)  -  Utah’s  Jobless  rate 
in  August  held  steady  with  the  figures  posted  after 
the  July  layoff  of  nearly  1.800  Kennecotl  worker*, 
the  Utah  Job  Service  reported. 

A  Job  Service  report  released  Thursday  said  the 
seasonally  adjusted  rate  of  6.3  percent  for  Aujpist 
was  identical  to  July’s  rate,  wuh  an  adjusted  de 
crease  of  only  100  positions  —  from  44 .300  to  44 .200 
—  between  the  two  months,  said  Job  Service 
spokesman  Kay  Sargent. 

“While  differences  between  August  and  July  un¬ 
employment  numbers  were  minimal,  this  is  not  the 
ease  when  compared  to  a  year  ago."  he  aaid.  "Au¬ 
gust  1983V  seasonally  adjusted  unemployment  rale 
of 8.9  percent  lowered  above  Augusts  1984  rateof 
6.3  percent.”
